Perhaps 
it would help him to know that 
while idling is wasteful from the 
standpoint that it is serving no 
useful mileage it really consumes far 
less gas than operation with the 
car moving.

which means that it is harder to I 
control the amount of power to the 
rear wheels when backing Second is 
the fact that when backing the 
car’s weight tips to the front, thus 
lightening the driving wheels and 
robbing them of traction Third, is

When one of my readers failed 
to get a normally lean mixture from

But when a check of the pump 
failed to show anything abnormal 
he wisely followed the advice of 
a mechanic who suspected that there 
was a leaky float in the carburetor.

First test the cylinders for com­ 
pression. Some will probably show 
up more than ten pounds lower 
than the others. Next pour a little; 
engine oil into each cylinder and 
repeat the testing. The oil tempo­ 
rarily seals the rings so that any 
lowered compression is then due to 
the valves. If there is improvement 
in compression the trouble is with 
the rings. Do not spray in the oil 
because you do not want any of 
it to get on the valve seats. It might 
seal a little there and upset your 
test. 
Up To The Driver 
Whether there is any saving in 
shifting from low to high, skipping 
second, depends on the driver. If 
he has to hurry along in low in 
order to get the car’s speed up to a 
point where it will be ready for 
high then he will be smarter to go 
back to the smoother plan of shift­ 
ing calmly through all three for­ 
ward gears. When we say that the 
situation ako depends on traffic 
conditions or the characteristics of 
the car Itself it Is still a matter for 
the driver to decide.
